lUGHTS OF EDI l OKS. 

In our remarks on the liberty which 
Atlantic editors take in condemning the 
measures of Kentucky, we do not iiitcn , 
to deny the right they possess in com 
mon with every cittzeii, to discuss and 
even condemn every thiti^ wc do ; but 
they must expect that we will complain 
against downright abuse, for our adopt- 
ing measures, the tendency of which, to 
STy the worst of them, is only doubtful — 
such as our new bank and suspension 
laws. 

V/c have long since acted up to this 
privilege of condemning the practices 
of other states, and shall continue the ex- 
ercise of that privilege, as a right secu- 
red by an impiyed compact of the citi- 
zens of these states and the nature of the 
government ; but we shall seldom, if 
•ever, be bold enough to meddle with 
doubtful points — matters clear and un- 
disputed which have been fully exposed 
by the test of experience, shall often re- 
ceive our decided disapprobation. The 
supintiiess of the people of the Atlantic, 
on all public affairs, has been proiluced 
by some cause which we shall aittenipt to 
explain, and il wo fail in pointing out the 
-true and proper reasons, we shall not 
fail in shewing defects of the most dan- 
gerous character. The feeble resistance 
•of the old states in the late war against 
invasion, cr.nnot be attributed to any na- 
tural disinclination of the peop'e to de- 
fetid their country ; but to a sort of in- 
uifference which nny be taught to any 
•people by excluding them tor a long 
time from a share in public concerns. — 
For the present, we shall notice the pow 
er of some of the executive depart- 
ments, as in the states of Pennsylvania 
and New-York, and the depiivaiion of 
the right to vote without property, as in 
Virginia and a few other states, and the 
manner of conducting elections in all o! 
the old states. The power ot the Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania to remove and re- 
appoint to almost every oilier in the 
atate, creates such an host of oflicc-hun- 
ters, every three years, that the excite- 
ment — for purposes less laud'ablo than 
ought to be expected — produces a com- 
motion more like revolutionary Convul- 
sions th.\n a Calm, rational contest for 
the choice' of rulers. Tina manner of 
conductinir elections in all the old stales, 
is not precisely alik ; hut they partake 
less of the real representative principle 
than we do in the w. stern states: self- 
appointtd committers in some, and 
delegates chosen by a few, superiiiteml 
the elections in most of the old states. — 
These superintrndants of elections take 
from the people the better ihare of what 
the constltutitxi had allowed. This prac- 
tice of confiding to a few the authority 
intended by the constitution to remain 
with the multitude, is fraught with the 
greatest mtschiefs. The representative 
is released from all responsibility — ex- 
cept to tlie superintendants of elections : 
if he had the disposition, he knows too 
little of the sentiments of those he serves 
to fill his station properly— but the cer- 
tain decay and final downfall of every 
government founded on republican prin- 
ciples, in the hands of a people careless 
about their rights, is the most alarming 
of all ; — and no one need pretend to look 
for vigilance in a people, who part with 
the most valuable of their privileges — 
that of freely selecting c.andidatcs, which : 
alone preserves rrsponsibility in the per- 
S(;n elected — the best safegu'ard that can 
be invented for the electors. 

I he objection against Virginia and 
those states that make the right to vote 
depend on properly is unanswerable, ex- 
cept by arguments that have been plead 
in defene of oppression all the world 
over. The revohiti-’>n in France was 
opposed, we believe, by Burk and others 
on the ground that the people were not 
prepared for ’t. Tha present revolution 
in Spanish America is frequently oppo- 
sed by the same objeciiors; and the 
right of the poor to vote in Virginia and 
a few other states is opposed by the 
same preposterous reasoning. IVe main- 
tain that every nation, no matter how 
rude, are prepared for a representative 
goveinnieut ; and that if it should be de- 
fective the only school in which it can 
bcimproved for the benefit of a commu- 
nity i* the commencement of a system 
of some sort — in this way there is a hope 
•of learning, but the practice of pronoun- 
cing a people unprepared to vote, and 
plunging them deeper in ignorance by 
drawing the cords of oppression tigluer, 
does not prove much in favour of tiv 
sinccrity of the plea. 

If a people arc ignorant of the princi- 
ples of representative govcrnmeiit, it is 
ihe he.'t reason that llu y should com- 
mence forthwith, as pxpcricnee is tht 
only school in which they can ba taught 
The Island of St. Domingo separa>ed 
bitwcen two rivrl chkls; Dtanilainrs 
Sc his successor Chriatcf:he adopted tlie 
\'irg aia doctiine that the people wer 
not prepared to cx,r. is3tne rights of 
freemen, and ilier .fore assumed the pow 
er. Petion and his successor, with less 
physical force, adopted a republicaii 
form, and have prospered to live over- 
throw of the despotic rivals wtio affected 
to believe t le people unprepared for 
self govxrnment. If a state were desi- 
rous of multiplying a miserable, worth- 
less race of beings within its bosom, 
•we know of no bitter plan than lUpii 
ring them of the ncblc f. eling to: ferred 
by t!:e privilege of voting and sharing ii 
the government. A union oi fe. n.ig 
tl toughoul the states is absolutely iuc> 
.saiy to produce the beneficial results i>. 
Co. i^rcss which may so often be rcciuit td 

fc 



in this great nitii n. A lats National 
Intelligencer tauntingly toils the cdito 
of the Richmond Enquirer to atteinp 
to bring forward an amendment to ai 
act of Congress regulating the judiciary 
of the United Stales, and he w 11 per 
ceive how much he has mistaken thi 
feelings of the nation. No doubt the re 
presentalives of a people governed a' 
our eastern brethren have been, care ve- 
ry little about the Judiciary. The im- 
portant interest which the people ought 
to feel in the concerns ot government 
has been taken away by the aiifi^rinun- 
darus of elections the po'wer of cxccii 
lives and poverty laws. This apathy, of 
which wc have a just right to complain, 
has already done great injury tooiir na- 
tional character, hesiacs the load of debt 
added to an old score. If the elections 
in the old states were left witii the peo- 
ple, and taken out of the hands of au/ier- 
intendanta, the pride of the nation would 
not have been tarnished with the loss of 
a public ship in Massachusetts and the 
occupation of a part of that state by tiu 
enemy — nor would fort Niagara have 
fdl, and with it a fine company of Ten- 
nessee soldiers and millions of public : 
property — nor would the sad spectacle 
of relays of harressed horses, standing 
ready to bear some of the inhabitanis ' 
from Philadelphia to the interior, served 
to derogate from the fame which the 
state won by the noble atchieveraents of 
her Decatura and Biddles — or slioi 1 i 
we have lost our metropolis by 4-500 fa- 
mised troops of the enemy, and had the 
banks of the Potomac stripped of everyj 
thing Valuable-; while tne south wts'| 
shore of Maryland exhibited an ussem 
blage of an enen'y so p'aceablc, that it 
looked more like an imitation to a party | 
of pleasure, than the invasion of a hos-! 
tile foe. These things concern us in! 
Kenturky foily as muen •as our Hank ami 
suspension laws conce'ii our Atlantic 
hretliren — our chaniy for them will not 
permit us to believe it a moral defect— 
we are proud in acknowiedging them the 
parent stock ot the west ; bat wc must r>. 
pardoned when we contrast their - oi) 
duel in public affairs with that of theii | 
progeny. Tie lakes i-i the n.n-th an- 
Mississippi swamps in the south, wiincs 
sed theeff .rts of the latter, while the en 
emy were marching and counter-march 
ing among tiie former. — The miiioU vi 
gilance of freemen is at all tim :s ncccs 
sary to perpetuate the blessings of liber 
,y, and we admonish our hi etlireii in the 
.Atlantic to take to tiieniselvtis a greatci , 
sh^reofpublc affairsilian they have done 
Foster the pride of the p -ople by an in- 
crease of the right of suffiage, an 1 a di 
minution of executive autli-ji'ity, and a- 
bove all, discard self-created superinten- 
dents of elections.

This day, officers and soldiers, close 
my military functions, and consequently 
dissolves the military conne.xion, which 
has hitherto existed between you and 
m)self aS the coininander of the South 
ern Division of the army of the United 
States. Many of us have passed toge 
ther days 01 toil and nights of vigilence. 
Together we have seen the terii.ination 
of one British, and two liidiaii wars, in 
which wc have encountered latigufs 
ptivaiions end dangers. Aitachnien'.s 
and f. ienusl.ips, foVmed hy associations 
of rl'ii kind, are tl.e must durable, and 
my feelings will not permit me, in 
retiring fioni iny military commr.nd, to 
take a silent leave of my compaiiians in 
arms. 

Justice to -you and to my own feelings, 
rcquiiis that I should place bclorc our 
common country, the testimony of my 
approba'iioii ol your military londuct, 
and the expression of ii',) individual re- 
gard. Under the pri sent organization 
fijr the rtdnctieii of the army, agreeably 
to the act of congress, many valuable oi- 
ficers, who have served with me, Irave 
j been suddenly deprived of the profes- 
sion whicn they had embraced, and 
Ulirowii upon the world. But let this he 
1 your coi.sol.iTmn, that the gratitude ol 
i your country s'lil! cherishes you as hci 
(lefenders and deliveiei's, while wisiloni 
condemns the hasty ana ill-ti:ncd policy 
whicn lias oocasioned your disbandment, 
and tciat loo, vihilc security w.is yet to 
he given to our extensive Irontierhy tlie 
erection of the necessary ionifirationf, 
for its dcl'enct, greatly c.xtendad as that 
frontier has b?en by tlie recent acquisi- 
tion of the Floridas. But you, lellow 
soldier,, have that which cannot he ta- 
xeii from you, the consciousness of hav- 
ing d me your duty, and with your bio- 
llit r oflicois who arc retained, of having 
defended the .American E'agle wherevci 
it was endangered 

'To yon my brother offirers, who are 
retained in the service of your coniuiy, 
permit me to recommend the cultiva- 
tion of that harmony and fiiciuisliip to- 
wards each Ollier, whicn will render you 
a band of brothers. Il is your duty so 
to conduct yourselves, on all occasioiH, 
as that your encn.ies shall have no just 
cause for censure. It ought to be hor.ie 
In mind, that every captain should he to 
his company as a faliier, and si.mild treat 
it as his family — as his children. Con- 
tinue, then, as heretofore, when under 
my command, to watch over it with a 
fathers tenderness and care. Treat them 
like children — admonish them ; and if 
utihapjiily admonition will not have the| 
riesired eff'ect, coercion must. The want 
of discipline and ord. r, will inevitably 
priiducc a s[.ii'it of hisuhoidination, as 
desiructi'.’c to aii army as cowai dice, and 
will as certainly b ad to dis-aster and dis- 
grace in the hour ot b attle ; this, as you 
regard your miiii.iry repntation and your 
country’s good, you must prevent. Im- 
ploii:ig from heaven a blessing upon you 
all, 1 bid you a'l nffi'ctionale adieu.

Jus- 
tice to the officers of the Southern Di- 
vision, as well as to myself, compels me 
to offer some remarks upon the follow- 
ing extract from iiiatordei'. 

“ 'The prevalence ofdescrtion has been 
an evil ot serious magnitude, and it dees! 
not appear to be justified by a view of 
the past condition of the military estah 
lishment. All research in tlii.s field for 
its causes has been unsatisfactory. 'The 
character of liiC miiitary profession is 
honorable; the soldier is as well provi- 
ded with comforts as tiie citizen in com- 
mon life, and his occupation is neither 
more off'ensive nor more laborious. — 
There are rcsllc.ss, discont^iiled spirits 
in every sphere of life, which no indul- 
gence nor kindness can bind to stability ; 
but ihcs-a examples do not exist in suil'i- 
cient Humberto justify the ruhg.v iljser- 
tion has taken in the anny. The evil 
must Be rei'crrei', in a degree, to an un- 
due severity, or to the absenee of system 
in the conduct of oificers towards their 
men. 'The off'ucr is the depository of 
the riglus of the soldier, and the obliga- 
tion of his office, as well as the laws^of 
Honour and Immaniiy, claim a faithful 
execution ol the trust. When the sol- 
dier ceases to regard the officer as his 
protector, the au. horny with which the 
laws invest the latter, loses its efficacy in 
his estimation. 'I'ltc surest remedy for 
the evil^.' desertion is contained ilia rigid j 
•and steady discipline. 'To hesalulary, il 
must possess both these qualities ; hui 
.10 violation of l.iw can be deemed essen- 
tial to its eiiforcetnent. Its effect upon 
die seddier becomes impaired the mo- 
nent he lecls that the system which go- 
erns him is fluctuating in its course, 01 
hat it violat’.t the pi .ncipfiv u;aon wliict. 
i is tounded. 'Tne certainty of laws 
.onslituus their prir.cip-al tfliaacy, and 



however severe restrictions may be, they 
arc obeyed so long as they are dispensed 
hy the hand ol justice and not of oppres- 
sion ” 

Tl.'i-i censure is too general to be just. 
The lime at which it is made, and the 
source whence it comes, have astoiiish- 
ed cve'y 'genet ous soldier. 

'The pait which attributes, “ in a de- 
gree to an niid le severity, or to the ab- 
sence of system in tlic conduct of offi- 
ccis towards their men,” the uncx,.m- 
plcd prevalence of desertion in oiir ar- 
my, so far as relates to the division ol 
the South, I do unhesitatingly say is not 
founded ill fact. It is due to candor and 
truth to attribute ' tills evil to its real 
cause. This whl be found to exist in the 
w'ant of adequate pumshmtnt lor the 
crime of desertion. That, prcsi rihed 
hy law in a state of peace, trancciids the | 
offence, and no other certain punishment 
is authorised. While this is the case, 
desertion will increase, let the conduct j 
of the officers lowaitis their men he everj 
so lenient, it is a well known fact, that] 
mere desertions have taken place at re- ' 
cniiling reiulczious, than have occurred! 
in the regiment; and at no recruiting j 
rendezvoiis in the division of the South, 
has there been, as far as 1 am informed,! 
any pimishmciu inflicted upon’SclJ’.crs,' 
excepting by the civil authority. It is| 
well know n that, in many ii'.str.nces. tlie| 
S'ddici lias fouiid it a source of specula- 
tion to go from rendezvous to rendez-* 
tons, enl'isiing, receiving the bounty and' 
deseiling. In some ii-stanccs this has' 
been piactiscd from B-stoii to New Oi - 
leatis. _ I 

The punishmcl.t at present inflicted' 
for des rtion, is hard hdiour with thCj 
Ball and Chain ; but this hears more 
heavily upon the fiiithful soldier, who iSj 
chmpclled to guard the convict under a' 
hot sun, with ail his accoutrements on,' 
than it docs upon him whom it is inten-i 
ded to punish. Every desertion there-- 
forebut adds to the duties, and i.icreases 
the latigucs of the faithful and trusty' 
soldier. And suppose the convict will 
not labour, by what means is he to he 
coerced ? Stripes and lashes are prohib- 
ited ; there arc no dungeotis ; guard hou- 
ses are pleasant places for the lazy,; 
worthless soldier, who sleeps and snores 
'.vhile the faithful cetitiiiel is at his post, 
on his nightly watch, guarding him. Is 
nut this, with the geiiei al pardons so of-' 
ten extended by the orders of the Fresi-i 
dent, calculated to cause the biSl sol-j 
diets, who are oppri ssed with double dti-| 
ty in guarding the woist, to ineditaiedc-i 
sertion also ? I 

The government must annex an ade-' 
qur-tc and certain punishment lor the 
crime of desertion; and, experience i 
com; c!s me to say it, although at vari- 
ance with the more refined and sensitivej 
fc< lings of tlie day, must restore corpo i 
ral punishment in the regulations for thel 
govcniinent of tine army, as it formerly 
existed, and as it now exists in the navy,' 
or dcs'crtion and i.nsuhordination will still 
increase- But it is said to he dishonour-: 
able. Why should it he more so in tliej 
army than in the navy ? Is it more dis-j 
honourable to receive twenty-five suipes 
and hs ordered to immediate duty, than' 
to be marclicd with chatni for months 
and years, an object of disgust to every 
freeman who sees him, iiioi e prcperly 
an api’.i'ndage of •ancient'd'rspotisin, thaig 
any thing belonging to republican ihsti-i 
tutions ? Let t ie d^sert'er in time of, 
peace, for the first off'ence, receive thir- 
ty nine stripes, lor the stcond double 
tifat number, and for the I’.iird let hi.-n 
feel the highest penalty of the law. I 
will vciiUiie to say, tliat a few examples 
will piit an end to that extiaordinary fre-; 
queiicy of desertion wiiich at present 
pi cvaiis, andthe cause of which has been 
so unjustly attributed “ to an unJuc se-! 
verity, or the ahsence of system in the 
conduct of officers towards their men.”. 

I sincerely regret the cause which has 
given rise to these remarks; but the re-i 
putation of those officers, in common' 
witli whom I have encountered so many! 
toils and dangers, is dear to me: and l| 
cannot remain silent, when I perceive an! 
unjust attempt to tar iish their well earn-! 
ed fame, kl the motives which dictated! 
the ohjcc'.ionahle passages in tlie order- 
he what they may. These remarks, my! 
brother officers, flow fromapure source! 
ol justice to you. Popularity I have ne-' 
ver sought. I have pursued tlie course! 
which I deemed right, anJ have done' 
justice to all according to my best jiidg-' 
inent : this, I trust, 1 have rendered to 
you all durmg the time I had the honor 
to comiviaiid ^ou ; and that happinness! 
may aitcuJ you all, and that your country' 
may duly appreciate your w-jrth, as heri 
citizen soldiers, shall be my last and most 
sincere prayer

The British 
consul with several genilemeit, accom- 
panied by tlie proprietor of the ground 
and his laborer, commenced their opera- 
tions at 1 1 o’clock, hy removing heap -4 
of loose stones that surrounded and 
paiily covered the grave. Great cau- 
tion was observed in taking up a peach 
tree that wus growing out ol the grave, 
as the consul stated his intention ot send- 
ing it to his majesty to be placed in one 
of the royal gardens. Considerable 
anxiety was -felt lest the coffin would not 
he found, as various rumors existed of 
its having been removed many years 
ag'. However, when at the depth of 
three feet, the laborers came to it. ThtJ 
lid was broken in the centre, and had 
partly fallen in, but was kept up by 
resting on the scull. The lid being 
raised, the skeleton of the brave Andro 
appeared entire ; bone to bone, each iu 
its place, without a vestige of any other 
part of his remains, save some of his 
hair, which appeared in small tufts ; and 
the only part of liis dress was the leatii- 
er string which tied it. As soon as iha 
curiosity of the spectators was gratified, 
a laTge circle was formed, when Mr. 
Egglcso, the undertaker, with his assis- 
tants, uncovered the sarcophagus, intu 
which the remains were carefully re- 
cioved — this siifierh depository, in imi- 
tation of those used in Europe, for the 
remains of the illustrious dead, was mado 
by Mr. Egglcso, of Broadway, of ma- 
hogany, the p.mnels covered witli rich 
crimson velvet, surrounded by a gold 
bordering : the rings otdeep burnished 
gold, the pannel also ciimsun velvet, 
edged with gold, the inside lined with 
black velvet, the whole supported by 
four gilt halls. 

'The sarcophagus, with the remains 
have been removed on hoard his majes.- 
ty's packet, where it is understood as 
soon as some repairs on board are com- 
pleted, an opportunity will he afforded, 
of viewing it.”

I’icolato, July, 18, 1821. 

My dear Sir — You ask my opinion ou- 
tlie river St John’s and of the Floridas; 
to answer your inquiries fully would too 
lar exceed the limits of a letter ; iu a 
short lime I shall, perhaps, be able to sa- 
tisfy your curiosity by publishing my 
observations on this fine climate. 

“ Having only been an observer of the 
country lor three tnunths, I should not 
like to give an irrevocable opinion. It 
is necessary, sir, to examine for a long 
time and with care, a country so exten- 
sive as the Floridas, to be enabled to 
know it well. Nevertheless I am well 
convinced that the culture that is suita- 
ble for the soil and climate, if applied to 
it. East Florida will one day become one 
ol the most productive states of iho 
.American confederacy. 

“ It is certain that coffee prospers 
south of the 27th degree — five planters 
on Cape Florida make plenty crops ofi;» 

“ I he orange and the citron grow 
spori‘.ancously--fiiicT than in the climates 
of South America. 'The olive, although, 
exotic, grows superbly, and finer thaniiv 
France. Ihe Indigo springs up under-- 
the pines— the mu. berry, for the silk 
worm, is found every where along th& 
hanks ot the St, John’s. The culture of 
the Garance or Rubia Tinctorum, might 
equal the Adiioiiople Red, so much 
sought after. The quality of the col- 
equals that of the tropical colonies- 
Nor must the Quinejuinna, or Peruvian 
Bark, be forgotten, which there grows, 
spontaneously. Much of the land is 
proper for tlie cullme of the Sugar 
cane, &c. &c.

funeral of BON APARTE. 

LONDON, JULY 9. 

The following account ol the funei al 
of Bonaparte is extracted from The 
Guardian; in wliichiris given as an ex- 
tract from the private letter of an officer 
of St. Helena : — 

“ Bonaparte was buried on Wednes 
day the 9th, beneath the willow trees, in 
the spot he had pointed out, about a 
mile and a half from Longwood House 
(by the road.) A procession of the mil- 
itary Staff, and all the naval Officers, 
followed the corpse ; which was laid in 
a black car, in a plain mahogany coffin 
(laid wood and tin within,) and was re- 
ceived oa emerging from the ground, 
by a line of 2,000 troops, including 
artillery and a party of marines, with 
four bands drawn up by the road 
sioe. As soon as it passed, the troops 
followed to the place ofinterment, and 
halted, occupying the road winding a- 
longthc valley side, above it, while the 
t'l’n'''*-'- ■ scended by a road made 

■ i'on, on foot; the body was 
tnen borne by 24 grenadiers, from the 
several corps present, to the grave where 
he w r.s deposited with the Priest’s bles- 
>11 a chi itibcr within a large stone 
. ''’he hamber was then closed 

with a large slab, and its edges be- 
ing filled into the sid, s of the vault, 
the whole level surface was covered with 
a liquid body of Roman cement* the 
corpse was deposited under three dis- 
charges, moaning in the distance — 2o 
were fired. The vault has since been 
filled up with stone, and a piain flat slab 
laid over it.”

PHYSICIANS’ REPORT. 

LONOWOOD,ST. HELENA, MAY 6. 

Report of appearances on vlissection of 
the body of Napoleon Bonapaite. 

On a superficial view, the body ap- 
peared very fat, which stale was confirm- 
ed by the first incision dovvn iis centre, 
where the fat was upwards of one inch 
and a half over the abdomen. On cut- 
ting through the conillagrs of the ribs, 
and exposing the cavity of the thorax, a 
trilling adhesion of tliA- left pluera costa- 
lis. About three ounces of reddish fl ■ 
id were contained in the left cavity, and 
nearly eight ounces in the right. 

The pericardium was natural and cor- 
tained about one ounce of fluid. The 
heart was o*" the natural size, but thickly 
covered with fat. The auricles and ven- 
tricles exhibited nntliing extraardinary. 
except that the muscular parts appeared 
rather paler than natural. 

Upon open ng the abdomen ibe omen- 
tum was found remarkab y fat, and upon 
opening the stomach, ths viscus was 
found the scat of extensive disease. 
Strong adhesion connected the w mle 
superior surface, particularly about the 
pyloric extremity in the concave surface 
of the left lobe of the liver ; and in sepa- 
Taiing'thesc, an ulcer, which perpet a- 
ted the coat of the stomach, was .discov- 
ered one inch from the pylorus, snffi ient 
to allow the passage ol the little finger. 
The internal surface of the stomach to 
nearly its whole extent, was a mass of 
cancerous disease, or sebirrous portion 
■advancing to cancer: this was particu- 
larly noticed near the pylorus. The car- 
diac extremity, for a small space near 
the termination of the cesuphagus was 
the only part appearing in a healthy 
state. The stomach was found nearly 
filled with a large quantity of fluid re- 
sembling ceft'oe grounds. 

The convex suiface of the left lobe of 
the liver adhered to the diaphragn . 
With the exception of the adhesions oc- 
casioned by the disease in the stom irh, 
no unhealthy appearance presented it- 
self in the liver. 

The remainder of the abdominal vi- 
cera were in a healthy state. 

A slight peculiarity in the formation 
of the left kidney was observed.
